iv) Die Anspruche 3-8 scheinen keine Merkmale zu enthalten, die den Einwand der 
fehlenden erfinderischen Tatigkeit beheben konnten, da sie entweder im Rahmen 
normalen fachlichen Handelns liegen oder konstruktive bzw. verfahrenstechnische 
Modifikationen darstellen, die fur den Fachmann naheliegend sind (Art. 33(3) 
PCT).
